■ihistory which Is almost as long and 
fully as alluring as the revelations of 
Tutankhamen’s tomb,” says a bulletin 
from the W a shington headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 
“Persia itself Is the only hind of Old 
Testament 
times 
which 
retains 
Its 
identity, name and nationality to this 
day, and tho Curs are believed to be 
the aborigines of this ancient country. 


Persia Still Primitive. 


"The laws of the Medes and Per­ 
sians have become a synonym of Im ­ 
mutability; Persia Itself, almost rail- 
roadless, primitive and isolated, is es­ 
sentially unchanged. 
And the remote 
Luristan province, on Its western bor­ 
der, corrugated by mountain ranges, is 
one of th** m o st backward and unal­ 
tered regions oi . ii Persia. 
“Luristan 
nominally 
accepted 
Mo­ 
hammedanism, but the Ltirs pay scant 
attention to the Koran or to flu* proph­ 
et. 
Their religion embraces a philo­ 
sophical belie! 
in reincarnation and 
tlit* practice of ancient heathen rites 
“The Elam of the Book of Esther in­ 
cluded Luristan an . the ruins of Susa. 
within the borders of tin* present prov­ 
ince. yielded to excavators of recent 
years specimens of pottery bearing 
geometrical 
designs, 
reminders 
that 
some of our iv. thematics, especially 
our algebra, came from Persia. 
Where Wine Came From. 
“Some of our finest fruits and flow* 
I ors, much of our jewelry, and tin* wine 
I which no longer is ours, are Persian 
gifts to our civilization. 
A Persian 
legend attributes the discovery of wine 
to a queen’s toothache. 
“A shah had placed grapes In a Jar 
to preserve them and they fermented, 
so the story runs. 
Thereupon his ma­ 
jesty marked the jars ‘poison.* 
After 
sleepless nights with a throbbing mo­ 
lar. the queen determined to end her 
misery and swallowed a liberal portion 
of the ’poison.’ 
“She fell 
into a deep sleep, and j 
when she awakened the pain had gone' 
Therefore, the native will tell you, the 
Persian word for wine to this day 
means ‘sweet poison.’ 
Alexander’s Last Campaign. 
“A superstitious general might hesi­ 
tate to invade Luristan, 
Thei^e Alex 
; under the Great made his last cam- 
i paign, offering up the enemy as human 
sacrifices to rile spirit of his friend, 
i Hephuestlon. 
There, too, Antlochus 
IV’ attempted to loot the t e m p le s , was 
! driven into the ‘shameful retreat’ men­ 
tioned In Maccabees, and shortly aft* r 
that experience la* lost his reason. 
“Aside from Its gifts of peaenes, or­ 
anges, spinach and polo to western 
p e o p le s , Persia has for America two 
I modern points of contact. 
An Ameri­ 
can body of experts is trying to put 
the country on a sounder econo* 
basis, and oil bld' fair to overs!:.id w 
all other products of the ancient k 
j dom. 
Herodotus Strikes Oil. 
“Neither of these contacts Is new, 
however, for as early as the reign * f 
Shah Abbas, In the Sixteenth century. 
Persia engaged British military men to 
train her army. 
And Herodotus mad * 
the first report on her oil when he 
w ro te; 
“ ‘Near Arderlcca Is a well which 
produces 
three different 
substances. 
for asphalt, salt and oil are drawn op 
from it in the following manner; It is 
raised by a balance beam, to which, in­ 
stead of a bucket, half a wine skin is 
attached. 
Having dipped down with 
rids, a man raises It and pours the 
contents into a reservoir 
It is then 
poured from this into another and as­ 
sumes the different forms; the asphalt 
and the salt Immediately become solid, 
but the oil they collect ami the Per­ 
sians call it rhandlnance. 
It is bite It 
and emits a strong odor.’ ’’

There is no rea­ 
son why; the public should regard gas

Artificial Moonlight to 
End Shadows of London 
A scheme looking toward the flood­ 
ing of the whole inner area of London 
with artificial moonlight after night- 
fall will be brought before the Insti­ 
tute 
of Public 
Lighting Engineers, 
w hich has just been organized In lo n ­ 
don. 
The plan calls for flood lighting 
of the city from eight powerful con­ 
stellations of electric lights, which 
would surmount steel towers 500 feet 
high distributed over a wide area. 
Supporters of the scheme say the 
present method of lighting great cities 
by thousands of small electric lamps I 
Involves an enormous waste of light. I 
due to the rays hitting the sides of 
houses and shops before their full 
power Is exhausted. 
Adoption of the new scheme, It is 
said, would result In better lighting 
and make London practically shadow­ 
less, as well as cutting the cost of ll- 
laminating the city’s 2,223 miles of 
streets, which as at present lighted 
by the system of Individual lamps 
costs £1,000 nightly.

crops at intervals of ten days or two 
weeks are recommended by Roy Ma* 
gruder, assistant horticulturist of the 
Ohio Experiment station, to provide a 
continuous supply of fresh vegetables 
for the home table. 
Instead of filling the garden at one 
planting, part 
of the peas, 
cabbage, 
cauliflower, lettuce, onions, radishes, 
beets and other plants are easily In­ 
jured by frost may be .planted as early 
as the ground can be worked, leaving 
space for later plantings. It Is not safe 
to plant sweet corn, beans, tomatoes, 
peppers and egg plant in’ the garden 
until danger of frost is past. But these 
like the early .planted vegetables may 
be planted at intervals until well into 
June. 
Where garden space is limited 
the early maturing crops may be fol­ 
lowed by late crops, or inter plantings 
may be made if the soil is well fer­ 
tilized or manured.
